Ac­ 
co rd ing to the Illino is State B ar 
Asso ciatio n, m any wo men hav e 
serio u s q u estio ns abo u t their le­ 
gal statu s as wiv es and o ften 
ha rb o r u nnecessary fears o r r e ­ 
sentm ents becau se of them . 
So m e wo m en, it seem s, fail 
to 
take 
their 
questio ns, 
o r 
do ubts, to an atto rney because 
they are afraid their husbands 
m ig ht find o ut and no t under­ 
stand. This is unfo rtunate, the 
ISBA say s, since the answ ers 
are 
usually 
v ery 
satisfy ing 
o nes — fro m the w ife's po int 
o f v iew . M o reo v er, it 
adds, 
wo men usually are happier if 
they kno w their rig hts ev en 
if they do no t cho o se to assert 
them . 
In m o st cases, the ISBA o b­ 
serv es,

and

wo uld bo th benefit fro m a frank 
d iscu ssio n 
and 
ackno w led ge­ 
m e nt 
o f 
each 
o the r’s 
legal 
rights and o bligatio ns. 
F o r ex am p le, the w o m an who 
reco g nizes that 
her 
hu sband 
sho ulders p rim a ry legal resp o n­ 
sibility fo r su p p o rt o f the family 
m ig ht take a m o re-to lerant v iew 
o f a husband’s tig ht grip o n the 
purse string s, p resu m ing he is 
as clo se-fisted with him self 
as 
w ith her. 
And the husband w ho se w ife 
wo rks to help pay the fam ily 
bills, o r to put Junio r thro ug h 
co lleg e, m ig ht appreciate her 
effo rts ev en m o re if he real­ 
ized 
her 
co ntributio ns 
w ere 
entirely 
v o luntary . The 
law 
say s a w ife has a rig ht to 
use 
her 
earning s 
as 
she 
pleases 
— 
witho ut 
interfer­ 
en ce fro m her husband. 
One freq u ent so u rce o f tro u ble 
wo uld be elim inated , the ISBA 
say s, if 
hu sband s 
and 
wiv es 
wo uld get to gether to p lan their 
estates, ev en if the e state is 
a sm all o ne. T he b a r gro u p say s 
m any wiv es w o rry abo u t their 
fu tu re bu t hesitate to bring u p 
to their hu sband s the q u estio n 
o f “ w hat hap p ens after y o u ’re 
go ne ? ” And the ISBA co nced es 
tha t 
so m e 
hu sband s 
resist 
thinking abo u t that su bject. 
F o r tho se wiv es who a re wo n­ 
d ering 
ab o u t 
so m e 
o f

rights as wid o ws, the ISBA o f­ 
fers these tip s: 


A hu sband canno t d isinherit 
his wife w itho u t he r co nsent. 
Ev en if he d o es no t inclu d e her 
in his will, she is entitled to 
at least o ne-third o f his p erso nal 
estate 
and 
o ne-third 
o f 
each 
p arcel o f real e state o r, if he 
left no d escend ants, she is enti­ 
tled to o ne-half o f his p erso nal 
estate and o ne-half o f each p a r­ 
cel o f real estate. A wife alw ay s 
m ay 
reno u nce 
he r 
hu sb a nd ’s 
will w hether o r no t it p ro v id es 
fo r her legal share. 


If a husband dies witho ut 
a will, his wife is entitled to 
all o f his estate if he had 
no descendants o r o ne-third o f 
his perso nal estate and o ne- 
third o f each parcel o f real 
estate 
if 
there 
are 
descen­ 
dants (surv iv ing children o r 
g randchildren 
share 
two - 
thirds o f the estate). 
A wife has a d o w er interest 
(a o ne-third life interest) in her 
hu sband ’s real p ro p erty o wned 
d u ring m a rria ge , ev en if this 
p ro p erty is held in his nam e 
o nly . Ho wev er, the d o w er inter­ 
est attaches to the p ro p erty o nly 
if he p re-d eceases her. In that 
case, she co u ld claim a d o w er 
interest ev en tho u gh he had so ld 
the p ro p erty u nless she had re ­ 
leased he r claim to d o wer. (F o r 
this reaso n, m o st b u y ers will 
no t accep t p ro p erty u nless the 
signatu res o f bo th hu sband and 
wife a re o n the sale.) 
On 
m a tte rs 
o f 
fam ily 
fi­ 
nances, the ISBA giv es these 
tip s: 
A wife is leg ally 
free to 
wo rk o utside the ho me if she 
w ishes to do so ev en tho ug h 
her husband feels she sho uld 
tend to thing s at ho m e. And 
she has ex clusiv e rig ht to her 
earning s. 
Resp o nsibility fo r su p p o rt o f 
her hu sband falls to the wife 
o nly if the hu sband is u nable 
to p ro v id e su ch su p p o rt. If he 
is simp ly sp end ing his m o ney 
in the w ro ng p laces, she can 
take legal actio n to co rrect this, 
su ch as by hav ing mo ney fo r 
fam ily ex p enses d ed u cted fro m 
his w ages. Ho wev er, cred ito rs 
can su e the wife as well as 
the hu sband , o r bo th, fo r u np aid 
bills fo r legitim ate fam ily o bli­ 
gatio ns.

Schultz 
Outlines 
Do ctrine 


CHICAGO (AP) — In a speech 
befo re a management co nfer­ 
ence in Chicago Thursday night, 
Labo r 
Secretary 
Geo rge 
P. 
Schultz o utlined the Nix o n Ad­ 
ministratio n’ 
do ctrine o f New 
Federalism. 


Schultz said the New Federal­ 
ism sho uld “instill in the Amer­ 
ican peo ple their faith in the 
respo nsiveness o f they go vern­ 
ment to what they co nsider fair.” 
Schultz said, “ We ho pe to in­ 
still self-reliance o n the part o f 
individuals and strengthen the 
institutio ns o f lo cal 
and 
state 
go vernment and vo luntary agen­ 
cies.” 
He said it is the aim o f the 
administratio n 
“to assist the 
wo rking po o r in a way that will 
make it pro fitable to wo rk” and 
that the federal go vernment will 
pro vide “the inco me flo o r but 
no ceiling.” He said there will 
be family assistance with a na- 
be family assistance with a na­ 
tio nal minimum, but with lo cal 
say-so o n what mo re sho uld be 
do ne. 
Schultz said the go al o f the 
New Federalism was a "so ciety 
mo re pluralistic in its o pera­ 
tio n and mo re equal in its o p­ 
po rtunity.” 
He added that, “we do no t 
believe that equality o f o ppo r­ 
tunity is the enemy o f adver­ 
sity.” 
The co nference at which Schultz 
spo ke was spo nso red by the Uni 
versity 
o f Chicago Graduate 
Scho o l o f Easiness. Schultz was 
dean o f the scho o l befo re Presi­ 
dent Nix o n appo inted him to 
the Cabinet po st, 


co uld resubmit the same pro po ­ 
sitio n to the vo ters at a later 
date. 
In a questio n asking abo ut to 
tal co st invo lvement, Co mmis­ 
sio ner Ro bert Tro o p answered, 
“regardless o f to tal co st o f co n­ 
structio n, the max imum share 
fo r the city o f Ro chelle wo uld 
be $ 375,000 whether the co unty 
participates o r no t and this,” 
he reminded his audience, “is 
what yo u are vo ting o n.”

Head Count Plusses 
Miss Americo 


Americans, long inured to income 
tax chores this time of y ear, face a 
double dose of form filling this April. 
For this also happens to be a census 
y ear, with the national headcount of­ 
ficially stalling April 1. 
Taking the statistical pulse of a con­ 
tinental nation such as we are is, under­ 
standably , a major undertaking. At a 
cost ex pected to top $210 million—about 
a dollar for ev ery American head to be 
counted—the effort will require some 
120 million forms, an assemblage of 
modern data-processing equipment and 
18 5.000 temporary workers. 
Most of us, howev er, will nev er see a 
census taker, unless the mailman can 
qualify . In most cases, households will 
receiv e forms by mail, with completion 
and speedy return entirely on the honor 
sy stem. Most of us draw the short form. 
23 questions requiring about 15 minutes 
to complete. Some, one out of ev ery fiv e 
households, will be receiv ing more de­ 
tailed questionaires howev er, amplify ing 
data in the basic forms but still taking 
up only some 30 minutes of the house­ 
holder’s time. 
Ev en after weeding out queries on 
alimony , contraceptiv es, mental illness 
and other sensitiv e subjects which ran 
into press and congressional fire, there 
are still some complaints that some 
questions, such as number and sharing 
of bathrooms, are an inv asion of priv ­ 
acy . The census people, howev er, hold ail 
are necessary in predicting the direct­ 
ions and needs of the national tomorrow. 
The census is both tabulator and a 
creator of change, the latter most direct­ 
ly in the political sphere. Distribution of 
seats in the House of Representativ es 
is determined by the census and al­ 
though the formal count has y et to 
start, the results already appear fairly 
lure, California, which picked up eight 


new seats in the 19 6 0 census, should 
add six more, mov ing into first place 
with 44. Long-dominant New York will 
drop from 41 to 40. Other gainers are 
ex pected to be Florida (two seats), 
Arizona, Tex as, Massachusetts and New 
J ersey (one each). Likely losers, in addi­ 
tion to New York, appear to be Ohio 
and Pennsy lv ania (two each), Illinois, 
Michigan. Iowa. West Virginia and Wis­ 
consin (one each). 
Determining House membership was 
the original purpose of the census, as 
authorized in Article 1, Section 2. of the 
Constitution. The first count was taken 
in 17 9 0. What with a population largely 
scattered through wilderness and poor 
communications, the returns weren’t in 
until March of 17 9 2. They showed a 
total population of 3.9 29 .214 and a gen­ 
eration split that makes our own look 
like no contest. “ Free white males und^r 
16 y ears” almost balanced the genera­ 
tions ov er 16 . at, 8 02.127 to 8 13,36 5. 
White females—all ages—totaled 1,556 ,- 
528 ; “ all other free persons.” 59 .511, and 
slav es, 6 9 7 .6 9 7 . 
From its y ear-to-y ear rough check 
on population growth, the C e n s u s 
Bureau estimates we numbered 204,334.- 
311 at the beginning of 19 7 0, about 25 
million more than at the start of i9 6 0. 
The final figure is ex pected to be sub­ 
stantially ahead of the estimate. It al­ 
way s is. But whatev er it turns out to be. 
it will be all Americans, ex cept for the 
small numbers of resident aliens. 
But in the Sov iet Union, where this 
is also a census y ear, the count is ex ­ 
pected to show Russians are no longer 
a majority , outnumbered by more than 
a hundred other ethnic groups in a now 
estimated population of 211 million. And 
that is likely to be of considerably great­ 
er official concern, and impact on the 
national tomorrow, than any question of 
mu's on bathrooms or any other subject 
Clean Water Benefits 


A lot of sewage has gone ov er the 
dam in the 14 y ears since the National 
League of Cities and the United States 
Conference of May ors first marched up 
Capitol Hill to seek federal aid in clean­ 
ing up the nation’s waterway s. 


These two groups hav e stood head 
and shoulders ov er other crusaders for 
clean air and water. Their efforts finally 
paid off sev eral weeks ago in congres­ 
sional approv al of an 8 8 00-million appro­ 
priation under the Federal Water Pollu- 
tin Control Act (FWPCA). 
This will at least kick off a program 
In which the states, cities and federal 
gov ernment will jointly share in financ­ 
ing construction of facilities required by 
municipalities to meet water quality 
standards. 
The $8 00 million is only a beginning. 
Estimates 
of 
immediately n e e d e d 
FWPCA assistance range from a low of 
$128 ,000 for Idaho to nearly $1.3 billion 
for New York state. The city of Clev e­ 
land alone estimates that the cost of 
separating its 1,6 00 miles of combined 
storm and sanitary sewers would total 
$1.5 billion. 
Speaking of separating storm and 
sanitary sewers, something which ev ery 
city must ev entually undertake, there 
may be an unlooked-for “ spin-off” from 


this in addition to the obv ious benefits 
of prev enting the discharge of raw sew­ 
age into waterway s, controlling flooding 
and improv ing water quality . 


“ Of all the major ty pes of construc­ 
tion activ ity , the one that requires the 
highest percentage of unskilled labor is 
the placement of sewer lines,” say s 
Norman Krumholz, Clev eland planning 
director. 


Direct pay ment in wages to laborers 
constructing a dual sewer sy stem in 
Clev eland would total $150 million, he 
say s. At an av erage annual income of 
$6 .000, this would generate 25.000 man- 
y ears of employ ment. 


“ In other words,” say s Krumholz, 
"this one project could employ all pre­ 
sently unemploy ed men in the city for 
two y ears.” 


He adds, howev er, that these basic 
laboring jobs must not be seen as a dead­ 
end but must form the springboard ap­ 
prenticeship for permanent positions in 
building or construction. 


Pollution, not unemploy ment, was the 
major concern of the League of Cities 
and Conference of May ors when they 
began their campaign 14 y ears ago. But 
time may p r o v e that they wrought 
better than thev knew.

THE French Foreign Legion

Typical of the immense, 
callous and often cruel calf 
that separates the Communist

MOSCOW'S 7 million popu­ 
lation liv es mostly in 90.000 
apartment 
buildings,

1,700.000 cubicles. 
Nearly half these apartm ents 
are shared by more than one 
family and some by three or 
four families. It would tak e 
1,600,000 more apartm ents to 
unscramble 
this 
mess 
and 
prov ide unshared apartments. 
Izv estia’s 
editors, 
howev er, 
party-powerful, 
are 
supplied 
with v illas. 
THE 
U.S.S.R., of course, 
has come up with a way of 
solv ing the traffic problem: 
few* cars. There is only one 
outlet in Moscow and it has 
a waiting list of about 60,000 
dreamers. The little Mosk v ich 
(a real dog) and the larger 
four-cylinder 
Pobeda 
hav e 
wagon-type springs necessar­ 
ily designed for the country’s 
unpav ed roads. But Izv estia’s 
editors are supplied with gi­ 
ant, 
black 
Zis 
limousines, 
Russia’s 
"dream 
c a r” 
re­ 
serv ed for the party. 
IN addition they are giv en 
respectful salutes by the po­ 
lice, get innumerable fringe 
benefits that add up to a m ar­ 


v elous grav y train and can 
flash a magical little leather 
card guaranteed to fix nearly 
anything. 
THIS carries through to the 
prov inces, our editors found. 
Ami they aim discov ered that 
the 
number 
of 
prov incial 
newspapers, unk nown outside 
the U.S.S.R. and usually only 
four pages, is nearly incred­ 
ible. 
NEWSPAPERS are our sev ­ 
enth 
largest 
manufacturing 
industry. We hav e about 1,750 
dailies with 63 million circula­ 
tion. 575 Sunday papers with 
50 million, and 7.700 week ly 
newspapers with 22 million. The 
ASNK group found 2,600 news­ 
papers in the Uk raine alone. 
And about the only operation­ 
al complaint was a familiar 
one — not enough newsprint.

editors now 
"v enturing cau­ 
tiously to write about matters 
which once were untoucha­ 
ble."

It serv es as a k ind of Gallup 
poll column. In the Republic 
of Georgia and all the way 
out into eastern Siberia they 
saw this practice on a smaller 
scale. 
FINALLY, they found most 
Sov iet editors v ersed in logo 
machy but totally complacent 
— about as uninterested in

In Washington, there is an 
institution called the Gridiron 
Club. It is made up of 50 v et­ 
eran 
newspapermen 
who 
gather annually for a dinner 
in which they produce sk its 
lampooning public figures. It

journalistic 
purpose and has no function 
other than sociability. But as 
it must to practically ev ery­ 
thing nowadays, the Gridiron 
dinner was v isited by pick ets 
who demanded equal rights 
for women. 
TO THE pick ets, sourpus* 
sedly confronting the arriv ing 
and departing diners, there 
was something v icious and un- 
American 
about 
a 
club re­ 
stricted to men only. Nothing 
was said by the pick eters 
about the thousands of wom­ 
en’s 
clubs 
in 
the 
United 
States. They were, apparent­ 
ly, against any conv ocation of 
men for social purposes — 
and they wanted in. This was 
an extension of the long battle 
by newspaperwomen for the 
right to inv ade the Members* 
Bar of the National 
Press 
Club — as a symbolic act — 
and for admission to member­ 
ship, ev en though they hav e 
a club of their own. 
THE MEMBERS’ Bar of the 
National 
Press 
Club 
is 
a 
pleasant place, not for its 
physical appointments but be­ 
cause it is a sanctuary. Those 
members wrho lik e to do their 
elbow-bending with the fairer 
sex can do so elsewhere on 
the club premises. But the 
women will not hav e it so. 
and in their battle for "equal­ 
ity” at the bar, they ev en 
once enlisted the 3id of Presi­ 
dent Lyndon Johnson. 
I 
CITE this example 
of 
what 
"equality” 
seems 
to 
mean to the women now join­ 
ing the rank s of peaceful and 
not-so-peaoeful demonstrators 
because it demonstrates the 
unreality of their new cam ­ 
paign. As usual, they want to 
tak e ov er some of men’s pre­ 
rogativ es without surrender­ 
ing any of their own. So far, 
all they hav e surrendered are 
their logic and their sense of 
humor. 
MY MAIL shows this. Irate 
women wrote to me in answer 
to a column on the "equal 
rights” mov ement in which I 
tried to explain why there is 
discrimination against women 
in certain fields. I was ac­ 
cused of fav oring unequal pay 
for the two sexes, of wanting 
to reduce womank ind to a role 
as cook and diaper washer. 
"Statistics” on the glory of 
being a woman in the Sov iet. 
Union are thrust upon me. 
Also, some rather dubious in­ 
formation. 
FOR example, a woman in 
Phoenix. 
Ariz., 
a s k s 
me: 
"What decade are you liv ing 
in? Where hav e you been for 
the past 30 years? Alimony 
went out the window some­ 
time prior to World War II.” 
(I had written that if women 
were sincere in their demands 
for 
"equality” 
they 
would 
forego alimony.) This is an 
interesting 
assertion. 
Wom­ 
en’s right to alimony is still 
on 
the 
statute 
book s, 
and 
though some judges no longer 
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The n a t i o n has radically cut its 
spending on space, but in one aiea ex ­ 
penditures on rockets are soaring, liter­ 
ally .

IT GOES, let it be noted, 
not only to those wiv es too 
old. too feeble. Or too sick 
to earn a liv ing, but to the 
hale and hearty who 
merely 
sit back and collect. If my 
Phoenix correspondent 
d o e s 
not believ e this, let her v isit 
some year-round resort or do 
a surv ey at the local super­ 
mark et. Women are granted 
substantial sums in alimony , 
and I hav e y et to hear 
of 
any strings attached 
to those 
payments. She may be work ­ 
ing, earning 
a liv ing wage, 
but the check s still come in 
ev erv month. 
MY 
LETTER 
writer 
in- 
forms me that “the 
day and 
âge of the unquestioning, obe­ 
dient wife whose sole purpose 
was to procreate and serv e 
her husband died sometime in 
the early years of this cen­ 
tury.” How* v ery true! This 
was precisely my point. I do 
not recall the exact 
figures, 
but studies show that 
women 
control the hulk of 
the na­ 
tion’s spending money. 
And 
all too often, they 
dominate 
the 
male 
who 
earned 
the 
money in the first place. 
PERHAPS the men should 
organize their own mov ement 
to demand equal rights. But 
if the women want to surrend­ 
er the prerogativ es they hav e 
today, then there will be loud 
huzzahs from many men. 
Of 
course, women « hould receiv e 
equal pay for equal work . Of 
course, they should hav e the 
right to adv ance to the limit 
of their ability. But when they 
call for equality, it should be 
an across-the-board deal —- 
not one of these w’hat’s yours 
is mine and what's mine i* 
mine deals. Put it oo that 
basis, and you’ll get my con­ 
tribution.

A—-Although duodenal ulcers 
tend to heal themselves if the 
causative factors are eliminat­ 
ed, many become chronic. Since 
smoking stimulates the produc­ 
tion of acid by the stomach 
many doctors refuse to treat an 
ulcer 
until

smoking 
cigarettes. 
Pipe smoking apparently does 
pot affect the ulcer. Duodenal 
ulcers do not become cancerous 
but the same cannot be said 
of stomach ulcers. 
Q—1 have been taking Maalox 
for three y ears. Will this drug 
cure my ulcers? 
A — This drug, like most other 
antacids, is a valuable part of 
the treatm ent of peptic ulcers. 
A properly treated ulcer will 
heal in a few weeks but recur­ 
rences are common unless all 
causative factors are removed. 
T h-Is y ogurt with fruit suita­ 
ble for a person with a peptic 
ulcer? 
A—Although
